I appreciate very much the conferences we had, my examination of 
your financial statement, and the discussions we had with your ac¬ 
countant while I was in London. I have been very disappointed that 
you were unable to meet your obligations to the St. Louis Stamp & 

Coin Co. for such a long period, and your accountant made it clear 
to me that the money due you was not paid up as it should have been. 

I noted that most of the unpaid accounts receivable were due from 
Mr. L. A. Basmadjieff and have been due from him for a very long 
period. I believe it is not fair to us for you to delay taking some 
action to get this account cleared up. 

If it cannot be paid immediately, I believe Mr. Basmadjieff should 
put up a substantial quantity of coins, or other security, for a 
note, against which you could borrow to pay us off. In other words, 
we want some assurance that you will be able to meet your obliga¬ 
tions to us shortly.

Thank you very much for your kind letter of June 8th. 

I immediately got in touch with Colonel Neville Clarke 
at Wingate & Johnston's, and explained the situation to him 
exactly as you have in your letter. He was very nice, and 
said that he very much regretted if they had exceeded their 
instructions in some way or another, and he felt that they 
possibly ought to have asked us whether we wished the case 
crated or not. He explained that they crated the case out 
of excess of carefulness, as when baggage is sent in this 
way, it is not sent in the baggage hold but amongst general 
cargo, and they were anxious that the case should arrive in 
good condition and not be completely flat, having been put 
at the bottom of a. ship with many tons on top. As to the 
freight, he pointed out that London to Liverpool covered 
things like collection from the Mayfair, delivery to the 
railway station in London, collection from the railway staiion 
in Liverpool, cartage to the docks, etc., and he assured me 
that the rates cuoted were not out of the way. However, he 
is anxious to meet both you and me as far as possible, and he 
has agreed to cut out the £2 5s. Od. for the packing which he 

feels was not authorised, although it probably would have been, 
had I realised that the case might otherwise arrive damaged. 

He is therefore sending me a bill for £5 14s. Od., which I 
will settle, and he is ’writing direct to the Freight Agents 
in St. Louis, advising them that all British charges are being

paid here, so that all you will have to pay are whatever 
U.S. charges are connected with delivery in St. Louis. I 

think you will agree that this is a satisfactory adjustment 
as far as it can he done, and in future I will take very 
much greater care to find out cost, so that neither you nor 
I may he faced with an unpleasantly high charge unexpectedly. 

There is no hurry about the despatch of the hooks to 
MoIf Hess, as he is quite ready to receive them any time 
that you can send them. 

As to the letter you wrote for the benefit of Mr. 
Basmadjieff, it has not yet accomplished anything, but I 
think it is going to. This sounds a hit Irish, hut he had 
promised to settle up at the end of May. Realising that 
he must keep his date, he did send me a telegram from Berlin 
saying that he would he hack in Zurich this week regarding 
payment, so that looks much more promising than anything he 
has said before. 

You will also he interested to hear that the cases 
containing the first section of the Allen lot have arrived in 
Lucerne. I have, of course, not seen them yet, hut 
Mr. Rosenberg of Molf Hess is checking the contents carefully. 
According to him, they are apparently in a considerable muddle, 
in the sense that there is no chronological arrangement in any 
of the boxes, hut that is how the Brand collection was always 
kept. 


You will also he interested to hear that I am coming over 
to New York next week for about a week over that Morgan lot, 
as the matter requires some straightening out, and apparently 
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Mr. Eric Neuman,

Dear Leonards 

Thank you very much for taking care of the suitcase matter, but I hope 
that my suggestions were not out of order. I certainly did not wish 
to embarrass you with a shipper who, I am sure, has done you many 
favors. In any event, thank you again for taking care of it. 

I was wondering what, if anything, you had determined to do with respect 
to the Horace material in view of the suggestions we discussed when I 
was in England and which I subsequently confirmed by letter. If you 
think the timing is wrong, I leave it entirely up to you. 

I am sorry to read about the difficulties the pound is having, as I 
realize that ought to make it more difficult for those of you who live 
there, and I certainly hope that England can continue to maintain the 
exchange rate. I know our tourists will do their part. 

Incidentally, as far as tourists are concerned, my brother-in-law, 

Julian Edison, is going to be in England, and if he comes in to see 
you I will appreciate any suggestions you can give him. I believe you 
met him on one of your previous trips to this country. 

Apparently Mr. Rosenberg has enough work laid out for him for many months 
to come and no doubt he will enjoy it very much. 

You might be in New York at the time this letter reaches London, so I 
certainly wish you a lot of luck with the collection you are trying to 
acquire for disposition, I look forward to hearing from you when you 
are here, but as usual you are picking the hottest time of the year and 
will, no doubt, have a difficult time working unless you are blessed with 
an air conditioned room to work in. 

I just heard from Mary. She has two domestic servants at her hut in 
Okinawa and apparently is enjoying it. The hurricanes are so frequent 
and so heavy that there are steel straps staked into the ground and run 
over the top of each residence so that the small homes have a chance of 
remaining on the same street both before and after the wind blows. Our 
American Army lost practically all of its equipment in one storm during 
the war and as a result it now has the greatest respect for those little 
blow-ups. 


I am sure that by now you are located in your new offide and have 
room to continue to develop your ever growing business. 

The Art Museum has asked me to exhibit all of the paper money i 
have which has views of cities *a the Mississippi River, They are 
assembling everything in the way of art with reference to the 
Mississippi River and it will be a fascinating exhibit, I believe. 

Shortly after we returned from Europe I bought a dog for my child's 
birthday. The dog immediately became deathly ill, and for three 
weeks I have been giving it penicillin and sulfa and forced feeding. 
It had both distemper and several bowel obstructions, resulting in 
fits, paralysis, gagging and moaning. After studying the veterinary 
art I am pleased to announce that the only thing the matter with 
my dog at the present time is that he has a few fleas. It makes me 
feel badly to feed the dog meat when I realise your lot has not 
improved very much in that line, but I presume that if your troubles 
continue a few more years all Englishmen will smell of fish just as 
the meat of a fish goose tastes more like fish than fowl.

(Commerce Form 7525-V) 

(SEE REVERSE SIDE OF THE WHITE DEFENSE AID (LEND-LEASE) SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION 
FORM FOR INSTRUCTIONS RELATING TO THAT FORM) 

(Foliate Carefully to Avoid Delay at Shipping Point) 

1. Provisions of Law. 

(a) Vessels shall not be cleared for foreign ports until manifests (or declarations) verified by oath, of the cargo, or its parts 
have been delivered to the collector at the point of exportation by the owners, shippers, or consignors thereof. Vessels leaving with¬ 
out clearance subject the master of vessel to a penalty of not more than $1,000 or less than $500. 

(b) Similar provisions apply to exportations by rail, air, vehicle, or ferry. 

(c) Shipper’s export declarations must also be filed for shipments between the United States and its noncontiguous territories. 

( d) For instructions regarding the use of this form for parcel-post exportations, see Section 91, Part II, United States Official 
Postal Guide. 

2. Shipper’s Export Declarations (Commerce Form 7525-V). 

(а) Must be made in triplicate for shipments by vessel or air, and in duplicate for shipments by rail, car, vehicle, and ferry for 
all merchandise shipped to foreign countries or to and from noncontiguous territories of the United States. (Commerce Form 7525—V 
should not be filed for foreign merchandise shipped in transit through the United States from one foreign country to another. In 
lieu thereof, “Shipper’s Export Declaration for In-Transit Goods” on Commerce Form 7513 should be filed.) (A copy of this declara¬ 
tion is acceptable in various foreign countries to meet certain of their entry requirements. Therefore, on shipments to those countries 
an additional copy of the-declaration must be filed. This list of countries includes Canada, Haiti, and Panama; and Argentina and 
Uruguay for air-express shipments.) 

(б) The name of the shipper or his agent must appear on the space provided for “(Signature)” in the lower right-hand corner 
of all copies of the Declaration, but only the original (or the collector’s copy) need be manually signed. The original declaration 
covering shipment by vessel must be verified by oath before a notary public, customs officer, or other person authorized to administer 
oaths. Oath is not required on declaration covering shipment to Canada or Mexico by rail, vehicle, or ferry. 

(c) Agent’s authority must be in writing on declaration or other document filed with the collector. Declarations are treated 

as confidential. a 

( d ) Declarations must be presented to the Collector of Customs, who will retain the original and stamp ope'eopy for presen¬ 
tation by shipper to the transportation company, to be attached to outward vessel or car manifest. The duplicate (or statistical) 
copy shall be forwarded by the collector to the Section of Customs Statistics, Customhouse, New York, N. Y. 

(e) When shipments are made from the interior on through bills of lading to foreign destination, declarations must accom¬ 
pany waybills (if preferred, in sealed envelope) to port of exportation. 

(/) On local bills of lading, declarations may accompany the goods, or be mailed to consignee at seaboard. 

(g) For shipments by rail to Mexico and Canada separate declarations shall be prepared for each carload. 

( h ) The final place and country of destination, not the place of transshipment, should be shown in the space provided for 
“Final Destination.” Special care should be taken to give the final place and country of destination for goods shipped through 
Canada, United Kingdom, Panama Canal Zone, or other seaboard countries for transshipment to other countries, such as through 
Chile or Peru, destined for Bolivia. 

( i ) In the case of shipments by vessel, the date of exportation, for statistical purposes, is the date of clearance of the vessel. 

(j) The name and address of the ultimate consignee shall be furnished in accordance with the provisions of Treasury Decision 
50433. 

(k) Certificates of inspection by Department of Agriculture, for export of cheese, oleomargarine, butter, meats, and other 
food products must be furnished when required. 

3. Description of Articles, Quantities, and Values. 

Column 1 .—Insert marks and numbers. 

Column 2 .—Insert gross weight in pounds. 

Column 3 .—Insert number and kinds of packages, description of merchandise and export license number. The merchandise 
must be described in sufficient detail to permit its classification in accordance with the commodity description provided in Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce Schedule “B,” “Statistical classifications of domestic and foreign commodities exported from the United 
States.” The description of the articles must be definite and complete. Trade-marks and general terms such as “dry goods,” 
“groceries,” “meats,” etc., are not sufficient. 

Column 4 .—Specify whether of domestic or foreign origin. Exports of domestic merchandise (U. S. products) include articles 
grown, produced, or manufactured in the United States. Exports of foreign merchandise (reexports) include articles reexported 
in the same condition as imported. Foreign articles changed by alteration or manufacture become U. S. articles and are to be classi¬ 
fied as “domestic.” 

Column 5 .—Insert the Schedule B commodity code number. (See Instruction 4 (a) below.) 

Column 6 .—Insert the net quantity in Schedule B unit. State the unit of quantity shown. 

Column 7 .—Insert the dollar value at time and place of export. Value stated should be the selling price, or cost if not sold, 
including inland freight, insurance, and other charges to border poiist or seaport. 

4. Schedules and Blanks. 

(a) Schedule B, statistical classifications of domestic and foreign exports, may be purchased from the Superintendent of Doc¬ 
uments, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C., local Collectors of Customs, and the Department of Commerce Field Office, 
500 Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y. 

(b) Shipper’s Export Declarations may be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents. Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., or from the Collectors of Customs for 30 cents pur block of 100. They may be printed by private parties pro¬ 
vided they conform to the official form in size, wording, color, and arrangement. 

6. Foreign Commerce Statistical Regulations. 

For more detailed information regarding the preparation of the export declaration, refer to the Regulations for Collection of 
Statistics of Foreign Commerce and Navigation of the United States (Title 15, Chapter I, Part 30, Code of Federal Regulations), 
copies of which may be obtained free of charge from the Department of Commerce Field Offices, located in the principal cities; the 
Section of Customs Statistics, Customhouse, New York, N. Y.; and the Division of Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of the Census, 
Washington, D. C.
